a fairly com m on c ond i­ 
tion because basem ent 
f l oor s 
often slant tow ard a drain. This 
m eant that each piece of p 1 y - 
wood would hav e to be cut at the 
top. After som e consideration he 
decided 
to 
place 
the 
ply wood 
sheets lengthwise; 
that 
is, with 
the 8 -foot side running horizontal, 
, the 4-foot side running v ertical. 
He used squares of striated ply ­ 
wood to fill the space abov e the 
ply wood sheets. By selecting 16- 
mch squares, he w as able to nail 
them 
directly 
into 
the 
studs, 
which were set 16 inches apart 
on center. 


THUS, WHEN HE GOT to the 
last row of squares, he was able 
to

Maybe Bliss Has the Answer 


We are mtngu ed by the E. W. Bliss Com­ 
p any ’s recent annou ncement that its Eagle 
Signal Div ision and the Motorola Co. hav e 
designed and engineered a rev olu tionary 
new concep t in radio traffic control. It's 
being u sed right now in Tamp a, Fla 
Any motorist who has tried to figu re ou t 
the sy nchronization of Salem’s traffic sig­ 
nal lights wou ld ap p reciate relief from the 
familiar start-stop , stop -start traffic mov e­ 
ment here. A Lisbon woman recently com­ 
p lained that "my hu sband driv es to Salem 
twice a day to his job. It takes him ju st 
as long to go throu gh Salem as it does for 
him to trav el the distance to Salem.” She 
blames the traffic lights. 
Perhap s the solu tion to Salem's oft-men­ 


tioned “u nsy nchronized” traffic signals can 
be fou nd right here at home. Bliss has it. 
City officials cou ld at least find ou t from 
Bliss if the Tamp a sy stem cou ld be adap ted 
to meet the req u irements of a smaller 
city . 
It w'as institu ted at Tamp a to establish 
smooth traffic flows by coordmating and 
sy nchron’zmg intersection signals. Coordina­ 
tion is achiev ed by sending radio signals 
to p u t sp ecific fu nctions into effect. Radio 
coordination of signals enables motorists, 
driv ing at designated sp eeds, to receiv e all 
green lights along a giv en street. The sy s­ 
tem also has the flex ibility to instantly 
meet any su dden changes in traffic condi­ 
tions. 


No One Has a Solution 


When the fiv e railroad brorhorho*Hls and 
management rep resentativ es meet in Chi­ 
cago nex t Wednesday , ev ery wage earner 
and salarid emp loy e with 
job that might 
be sacrificed to bu siness efficiency 
will 
hav e a stake in the discu ssion 
No one has a solu tion to the p oblem of 
the worker thrown ou t of emp loy ment as a 
conseq u ence of au tomation, changing meth- 
oos and the search for lower op erating 
costs. 
Bu t ev ery one bears a conv iction it is no 
solu tion to throw the economic and social 
bu rden on aociety as a whole, adding em­ 


p loy es no longer needed to top -heav y relief 
rolls and lengthening the odds against re­ 
emp loy ment for breadwinners already on 
the rolls. 
The railroad brotherhoods talk abou t strik­ 
ing to show their anger ov er management's 
decision to accep t a p residential railroad 
commission’s recommendation to eliminate 
firemen o n a ll freight and mail trains. This 
wou ld mea n lay ing off some 13.000 firemen 
immedia tely a nd 
not rep lacing abou t 40.000 
o thers when they retired, q u it, or died. The 
13 ,0 0 0 wou ld be wo rkees with less than 
10 y ea rs’ seniority . 


BUT A STRIKE wo uld accomp lish nothing, 
ex cept 
further 
a g g ra v a tio n 
o f 
already 
stra ined rela tio ns in the railroad indu stry 


and p erhap s a stronger determination to 
imp ose restrictions on Unions that 
strike 
against p u blic welfare. 
What the negotiators in Chicago mu st look 
for is a formu al to soothe tense relations 
in the railroad indu stry and p romise to be 
effectiv e in other indu stries that come u p 
against the same p roblem. 
The railroad indu stry has been thinking 
in this direction. It does not want to tu rn 
its u nneeded emp loy es ou t of railroad em­ 
p loy ment if thev can be retrained and adap t­ 
ed to jobs in the indu stry . Granting that its 
aim is to trim p ay rolls, the indu strv nev er­ 
theless has said it wou ld like to rep lace em­ 
p loy es leav ing emp loy ment with emp loy es 
whose jobs are du e to disap p ear. 


WHEN KAISER Steel Corp . broke ranks in 
the 1959 steel strike, its p act with United 
Steelworkers called for a long-range p lan to 
div ide the "fru its of p rogress” between 
workers and stockholders. 
A committee working on the p lan rep orted 
a sav ings-sharing formu la for the Fontana, 
Calif., p lant. Profit from increased p ro­ 
du ctiv ity wou ld u nderwrite the cost of keep ­ 
ing disp laced workers from being thrown 
into the job market when Kaiser eliminated 
their jobs. They wou ld be retrained for 
other jobs. 
Kaiser workers ap p rov ed the p lan 
in 
Janu ary . It went into effect March 1. 


Following the Election Returns 


Ev en the U.S. Su p reme Cou rt, it has been 
p ointed ou t, follows the election retu rns. Ju r­ 


isp ru dence keep * track of p u blic op inion, as 
It shou ld and mu st in a gov ernment answer- 
able to its p eop le. 
Political p arties follow the election retu rns 
to r the same reason Rep u blican leadership , 
meeting ov er last weekend in Washington, 


declares k is bu oy ed u p by v oting gains in 
the Sou th and West, by gains in su bu rbia 


and on the farm, bu t discou raged by the 
defection of New England and failu re to 
make headway in big cities and dep ressed 
areas. 


Inside the p arty cou ncils this is shap ing 
u p as a debate between Rep u blicans who 
want to go after v ote hot and heav y , ev en 
at the cost of scu ttling civ il rights p ositions 
that hav e endu red since the Civ il War, and 
Rep u blicans who believ e their p arty mu st 
stick to the moderate gu ns it has been 
manning in recent y ears u nder Thomas E.

They can p oint to the Democratic p arty ’s 
su ccesss in taking adv antage o f the op p osi­ 
tion’s weeknes. 
Starting in 1932, it took Shrewd adv antage 
of defections from the Rep u blican p arty to 
bu ild a p olitical ju ggernau t that carried it 
to fiv e su ccessiv e thu mp ing v ictories in p res* 
dential elections.

J. Edgar Hoov er, the FBI man, alway s 
has fascinated me. He continu es to fascinate 
me with his accou nt of Sov iet sp y ing for 
Associated Press. 
Nothing cou ld be fu rther from the tru th, 
he say s, than the idea that a Sov iet sp y 
can be identified on sight. 


The greatest danger to ou r national secu r­ 
ity , according to him, is that a Sov iet sp y 
might be any body , as far as ap p earance is 
concerned. 


This is the same thing as say ing it might 
be ev ery body — as far as ap p earance is 
concerned. If he wanted to deep en the jit­ 
ters this cou ntry ’s obsession abou t Commu ­ 
nist infiltration is generating, the head of 
ou r highly resp ected Bu reau of Inv estigation 
cou ldn’t hav e hit a more sensitiv e nerv e. 


Some of u s can remember when Commu ­ 
nists cou ld be sp otted on sight. Any one cou ld 
tell a Bolshev ik by the u niv ersal trademark. 
He a lwa y s had a bu shy black beard, 
sho ck o f unruly hair, heav y glasses and if 
he wa s fo r real he carried a bomb with 
the fuse smoking. 


In tho se simp ler times, this is what we 
lo o ked for when we hu nted Bolshev iks. And 
wha t was a Bolshev ik? He was the p re­ 
cu rsor of a Commu nist. No Commu nist now 
wo uld dream of looking like a Bolshev ik. No 
o ne wo uld behev e it. 


As FBI Director Hoov er p oints ou t, Com­ 
munists — Sov iet sp ies — look like ev ery 
bo dy else. This is becoming more so all 
the time. For a while, a Ru ssian p olitical 
functio na ry g a v e 
himself away by wearing 
clo thes tha t looked a s if ha had gathered 
them up in the dark of night from a p eriod 
co stume wardrobe room. Then Ru ssians be­ 
gan to ha v e their clothes tailored for them 
i*: Italy . 


Bu t they had another ev en tell-tale dis­ 
tinction—stainless steel teeth. That one faded, 
too. They still wear hats as if they were 
doing a takeoff on Bu ster Keaton, bu t some 
of them are fox y enou gh now to go bare­ 
headed. 
The only su re-fire way to sp ot a Sov iet 
sp y wou ld be if he sp oke Ru ssian. Bu t 
they ’v e thou ght of that, too. They sp eak the 
local p atois like nativ es. Many of them 
cou ldn’t sp eak Ru ssian if their liv es dep end­ 
ed on it. 
Unless y ou knew their innermost thou ghts, 
no one cou ld be su re of cornering 
a Sov iet 
sp y , which is the gist of Mr. Hoov er’s mes­ 
sage to his cou ntry men v ia AP. He has 
p ointed ou t, thou gh, that this has been no 
sp ecial p roblem for the FBI. It is on top 
of the sp y situ ation at all times. Its the 
rest of u s he worries abou t. 
It makes u s aging citizens y earn for that 
u ncomp licated era when 
ev ery thing was 
knowable. A Bolshev ik wore a bear and car­ 
ried a smoking bomb. 
A ty coon wore a 
stov ep ip e hat and had a gold watch chain 
drap ed across his lard belly . Poor p eop le 
looked ragged. Rich p eop le looked rich. 
Uncle Sam had a white goatee, U.S. sena­ 
tors wore string Fes. gay ladies wore rou ge, 
honest, u p right workingmen carried lu nch 
bu ckets and wore their shirts u nbu ttoned, 
newsp ap ermen wore hats indoors like detec­ 
tiv es, thiev es acted fu rtiv e, good gu y s wore 
white, bad ones wore black, Irishmen were 
alway s gassed-u p and all Scotsmen were 
thrrrifty . 
There were a thou sand signs. There was 
a p lace for ev ery thing and ev ery thing was 
ir its p lace. It isn’t that way now. What it 
amou nts to is that any one might be a Sov iet 
sp y and shou ld be a o regarded u ntil p rov ed 
o therwise.

Dr. Josep h Du fhu es, manager 
of Chancellor Adenau er s Christ an 
Democratic Union has already be­ 
gu n an inq u est on his Party s 
failu re in Berlin. The Christian 
Democratic v ote drop p ed by near 
ly 10 p er cent. 


THE RESULT came ju st as a 
West German Research Institu te 
showed that while the Social Dem­ 
ocrats were in fact losing the 
wo'king class v ote, they were in­ 
creasing their total followers. In 
fact the SDP is becoming a strong 
riv al to the CDU, among the 
middle class. 
Berlin is a sp ecial case, by no 
means ty p ical of all West Ger­ 
many . Bu t Herr Brandt in in­ 
creasing bis Party ’s seats in the 
133 member Assembly from 78 to 
89 has illu minated a general dis­ 
content ov er Bonn's foregin p oli­ 
cy . which is esp ecially felt by 
Berliners. Nearly 9 0 p er cent of 
the v oter.; went to the p olls, de­ 
sp ite 
su bfreezing 
temp eratu res 
and an influ enza ep idemic. 


One sp ecial cau se of annoy ance 
to Berliners was the action of 
dep u ty M a y o r , 
Franz 
Am- 
rehn, in blocking Herr Brandt's 
mov e to meet Mr. Khru shchev , 
when ,he latter was in Fast V r- 
lin last month. Dr. Adenau er had 
made no objection to the meet­ 
ing, bu t Dr. Amrehn threatened 
to break 
u p Berlin’s 
coalition 
if Herr Brandt went ahead with 
it. 
The gestu re ap p eared a p articu ­ 
larly sp itefu l one, since the So­ 
cial Democrats in fact had 
a 
su Ticient majority in the Assem­ 
bly to be able to gov ern withou t 
the CDU. 


HERR BRANDT, how ev er, held 
his hand.

v oted Commu nist in the West. 
The su bject of freer mov ement 
between F.ast and West Berlin was 
one abou t which Herr Brandt had 
wished to talk to Mr. Khru shchev . 
T‘ e Berlin v ote shows that the 
citizens are p rep ared for Herr 
Brandt to negotiate, bu t that they 
are not accep ting p u rely Commu ­ 
nist terms. 


Herr Brandt is still the Social 
Democrats candidate for Chancel­ 
lor in the nex t election for that 
office. In any new talks with the 
Ru ssians ov er Berlin Herr Brandt 
mu st hav e added au thority . Amer­

I he p roblem first was to close 
all banks and then to begin a

With these p u rp oses Roosev elt 
was heartily in sy mp athy .

at that time he was a p ru dent, 
economical and orthodox states­ 
man. 


THE KNOWLEDGE

bers of the Hoov er administration 
who remained after the inau gu ra­ 
tion to help m a common non . 
p artisan cau se. 
The Hoov er administration knew 
what shou ld be done, bu t a Demo­ 
cratic Congress had for two y ears 
followed a p olicv of p olitical fru s­ 
tration.

officio as Wood n’s assistant, al­ 
thou gh my office was in another 
dep artment. 
The banks were closed u nder 
the au thority of an old law p ass­ 
ed in 19 J7. The emergency legis­ 
lation which p rov ided for their re­ 
op ening was sent to Congress ev ­ 
en before it assembled on March 
9 and was p assed a few hou rs la­ 
ter. 


T ie ne;:t day . March 10 a mes­ 
sage and bill went to Congress 
cu tting the bu d g e t drast cally . 
This bill was p assed on March 
2 0. 


T H E 
PLANNING 
of 
those 
mov es was mostly in the office 
of the secretary of the treasu ry 
where, as I 
wrote some y ears

We were 
confused and dumbfounded.

morning of Nov. 5. 1961. 


Inhabitants of Stalingrad woke 
up to find that a 30-foot statue 
of Joseph Stalin had vanished. 
But the place was still Stalin­ 
grad. 
Then, on the morning of Nov. 7, 
the large sign, "Stalingrad,” at 
each end of the city’s railway sta­ 
tion disappeared. 
The mysterious powers—at vork 
during the night and early morn­ 
ing hours—also mounted the roof 
of the new Stalingrad Hotel and 
tackled the big neon sign. They 
must have had a hint of what was 
going to happen, for they dis­ 
mantled only the “ Stalin” part of 
the sign. 
Then, on the morning of Nov. 11, 
the newspaper announced that 
Stalingrad would be know as 
Volgograd. 
"God knows I hated and feared 
Stalin.” said Galya Batalova, a 
skilled worker ir. a factory, "but 
Stalingrad 
had become bigger 
than Stalin.”
